Asiatic 
flu 
continued

spread today in Europe, Eng­ 
land, the United States and 
Canada. In England 14 recent 
deaths in one town have been 
attributed to the virus. 
Outbreaks also have occurred 
in Portugal, Cyprus, Italy and 
the Netherlands. 


In this country some 65.- 


000 cases have hern report­ 
ed. an increase of about 15,- 
000 since the U.S. Public 
Service's last previous esti­ 
mate Sept. 12. Further out­ 
breaks have been reported 
in New York. Texas, Missis­ 
sippi, Pennsylvania. Missouri, 
Florida and Oklahoma. 


Twelve counties in Mississip­ 
pi have been described as near­ 
ing the epidemic stage. School- 
age children appear to he the 
hardest hit to date, with many 
schools being closed. 
In the English town of Shef­ 
field. Deputy Medical Officer 
C. H. Shaw, commenting on 14 
deaths believed caused by the 
Asiatic flu, said: “ There is lit­ 
tle doubt that some of the cases 
started with flu and turned to 
pneumonia.” 
In 
the 
Netherlands, 
the 
spread of Asiatic flu in the 
southern mining area cut coal 
production 17 per cent. 
In Lisbon. Portugal, more 
than 4,000 of 20,000 troops on 
NATO maneuvers have been 
stricken. 
Asiatic flu also hit 20,000 
Italian 
servicemen, 
although 
some 16,000 of those already 
have returned to duty. Three 
deaths were reported.

Vaccine Against Colds 
Claimed By Researcher 


BALTIM ORE ( f f i- A 34-year- 
old 
.Johns 
Hopkins 
scientist 
today held the attention of the 
medical world — as well as 
sneezers and snifflers every­ 
where— with disclosure he has 
developed an effective vaccine 
for the common cold. 
Dr. Winston H. Price of Ihe 
Hopkins School of Hygiene and 
Public Health said that: 
1. He has succeeded in isolat­ 
ing the first “ true” virus of the 
common cold—one responsible 
for 30 per cent of the cases he 
has studied over a two-year pe­ 
riod. 
2. He has developed a vac­ 
cine which, in controlled tests 
on more than 400 persons, pre­ 
vented colds caused by the “ JH 
virus” in 80 per cent of the 
cases. 
The possibility of mass-pro­ 
ducing the vaccine 
is very 
good, Dr. Price indicated, al­ 
though he begged off answer­ 
ing questions about commercial 
production. 


“ I know nothing about that 


at all,” he said. “ Pm a medi­ 
cal researcher. I will make 
nothing out of this whatso­ 
ever.” 


Immunity is produced from 
two shots, the second following 
the first by four weeks, Dr. 
Price said. He could not say 
how long the immunity would 
last. 
He 
said 
the 
vaccine was 
made from killed JH virus and 
had produced no symptoms, 
discomfort or side effects.

world was as cautious as it was 
scarce. Most researchers and 
virus experts declined 
com­ 
ment until they have seen Dr. 
Price’s scientific report. 
Because common colds are j 
caused by an unknown number 
of viruses, Dr. Price empha­ 
sized that his vaccine cannot be 
expected to he effective against 
all of them. 
Eight large groups of volun­ 
teers from boys t r a i n i n g 
schools took part in the experi­ 
ments conducted by Dr. Price, 
director of the Division of Med­ 
ical Ecology of the Hopkins 
School of Hygiene and Public 
Health. 
The vaccine was tested in an 
epidemic which occurred nor­ 
mally. 
In one group of 100 boys, 50 
were injected with the vaccine, 
25 were given a saline solution 
which produces no effects, and 
25 were given a preparation 
from killed monkey kidney tis­ 
sue— the medium in which the 
virus was grown. 
An outbreak of the colds 
from the JH virus occurred five 
weeks later, Dr. Price said, and 
11 boys out of the 25 who re­ 
ceived the saline s o l u t i o n 
caught colds. Twelve of the 25 
who got the monkey tissue 
preparation also caught colds. 
But only 3 of the §0 who re­ 
ceived the Price vaccine devel- \ 
oped cold symptoms. 
Eight times as many children | 
developed colds among those! 
who had not received the vac­ 
cine than among those who did.

Might Have 


Been '48 Team 


WASHINGTON (J*— A

grapher of Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt indicates FDR and Repub­ 
lican Wendell Wilkie might 
have run together on a third 
party ticket in 1948 had the 
two men lived until that time. 
Rexford G. Tugwell, a mem­ 
ber of the original Roosevelt 
brain trust, reports that Roo­ 
sevelt approached Wilkie on 
ihe subject of a 4hird party 
in mid-1944, through an inter­ 
mediary. 
Wilkie was willing to join in 
the effort, Tugwell said in a 
new’ biography of Roosevelt, 
but wanted to wait until after 
the 1944 election. 
Wilkie died 
Oct. 8, 1944, a lew days before 
the voting. Roosevelt died April 
12, 1945. 
Tugwell’s bulky biography, 
“ The Democratic Roosevelt.” 
was 
published yesterday by 
Doubleday & Co. 
The book tells of a confer­ 
ence in 1932 at which Roose­ 
velt described Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur and the late Huey 
Long of Louisiana as “ the two 
most dangerous men in the 
country.” 
Tugwell said Roosevelt made 
that comment in discussing a 
possible ‘Tightest threat” to 
the country.

North State Schools 
Hit By Outbreak Of Flu 


LOS AN G ELES (JB— 1Two psy­ 
chologists 
have 
invaded the 
shadowy w'orld of suicide in a 
search for clues left by the 
15,000 
Americans 
who 
kill 
themselves each year. 
If the doctors could learn to 
recognize 
the 
subtle 
hints 
thrown out by a mind plotting 
self-destruction they would *be 
on their way to solving what 
has become a major health 
problem. So say Dr. Edwin S. 
Shnridman of the University of 
Southern California and Dr. 
Norman L. Farberow of UCLA. 
DETECTIVE WORK 
By painstaking d e t e c t i v e 
work the two scientists have 
reconstructed the lives of thou­ 
sands of men and women who 
have committed suicide, paying 
special attention to their ac­ 
tivities in the final week. They 
have read and analyzed nearly j 
800 suicide notes. 
Their findings have just been 
published 
in a 
book called 
“ Clues to Suicide.” 
The psychologists found that 
most suicides occur between 
the ages of 40 and 59, that 
three times as many men kill 
themselves 
as 
women, 
that 
three times as many whites 
commit suicide as non-whites. 
RELIGIOUS FACTOR 
They found suicides more 
common among the economi­ 
cally well off than among the i 
poor. They found far more 
Protestants 
kill 
themselves 
than do Catholics or Jews. They 
found that the suicide rate for 
married persons is lower than 
for those who are single, wid­ 
owed or divorced, and that 
there are fewer suicides pro- 


portionately in rural areas than 


in cities. 
They found that women gen­ 
erally favor barbiturates as in­ 
struments 
of 
suicide, 
while 
men are more likely to use 
guns or other violent means. 


REASONS WHY 
And they found the things 
that supposedly trigger the sui­ 
cide — ill 
health, 
emotional 
stress, financial loss, and the 


o ther mo tiv es usua lly listed in 
new’spa pers—a re no t the rea l 
causes. 
“ Mo st o f the letters we ha v e 
g iv e ill hea lth a s the rea so n.” 
Dr. Shneidma n sa id in a n in­ 
terview’. “ But o bv io usly ev ery - 
one in ill hea lth do esn’t co m­ 
mit suicide just a s ev ery o ne 
who lost money in 192 9 didn’t 
jump out the windo w. It g o es 
much deeper tha n tha t. 
“ But what we’re trying to 
learn is not so much why peo ­ 
ple commit suicide a s ho w they 
act once the idea o f suicide 
has taken hold. 
“ We believe there are defi­ 
nite signs that indicate the sui­ 
cidal attitude— obvious things 
such as loss of appetite, sleep­ 
lessness and lowered sex drive.

Stiffer legal penalties, par­ 
ticularly in local and state 
courts, are needed to replace 
the frequent wrist slap given 
those convicted of this vile 
trade,” Hoover said. 


Hoover said the trade of 
“ printed poison” is a big and 
lucrative business. 
“ A single smut dealer, for 
instance, can produce for a 
small initial cost obscene pho­ 
tographs or publications which 
can then be copied by the 
thousands.

May Run For 
Atty.-General 


SANTA ROSA—State Sen. 
Edwin J. Regan of Trinity 
County said yesterday he will 
announce his candidacy for 
state attorney general “ in the 
next 10 days, if Atty. Gen. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown announce» for 
governor in the next week.’ He 
said he expected Brown to an­ 
nounce, but that the attorney 
general had not told him one 
way or the other. 
Regan, like Brown a Demo­ 
crat, was in Santa Rosa to ad­ 
dress the annual convention of 
California Supervisors Assn. 
He spoke yesterday afternoon 
on “ A Solution to California’s 
Water Problem.” 


THE OPPOSITION 
Tomorrow, the convention 
will hear an address by Assem­ 
blyman Caspar W. Weinberger 
of San Francisco, who Tuesday 
announced he would seek the 
same post. 
Weinberger is a 
Republican. 
Thus two more candidates 
were added to the agenda of 
what is probably one of the 
most politically potent conven­ 
tions ever held in the state. To­ 
day the delegates are hearing 
talks by San Francisco Mayor 
George Christopher and Con­ 
gressman Clair Engle, both in 
the running for U. S. Senate, 
and Atty. General Brown and 
Gov. 
Goodwin 
Knight, 
two 
gubernatorial candidates. 
To­ 
morrow, U. S. Sen. William 
Knowland who is expected to 
run for governor, and State 
Controller Robert Kirkwood, 
an announced candidate for the 
Senate, are on the agenda. 


POLITICAL EXPERIENCE 
Regan, 50, has been in the 
Senate since 1948 following 14 
years as Trinity district attor­ 
ney. Yesterday at a press con­ 
ference he ducked a question 
on Trinity county’s new right- 
to-work law. 
He said that al­ 
though not directly involved in 
the matter, he was trying as 
senator to “iron out the situa­ 
tion” caused by passage of the 
law. 
He declared, however, that 
following his formal announce­ 
ment he would “voice my stand 
on the matter; I have a very 
definite opinion,” and would 
take stands on the other politi­ 
cal issues. 
Regan hopes to make up his 
mind this weekend on the tim­ 
ing of his candidacy announce­ 
ment. He said he knew of no 
other Democrat either from 
northern or southern Califor­ 
nia, who is planning to file for 
the attorney general’s post. At 
the same time, he said he had 
not discussed his candidacy 
with Brown, nor had he asked 
for the attorney general’s sup­ 
port in the campaign.

State Can Deliver 
Enough Water, But 


Can Users Afford It? 


SANTA ROSA — Although 
there is plenty of water in Cali­ 
fornia for all users, it won’t be 
of any use unless it can be de­ 
livered to the ultimate consum­ 
er at a price he can afford to 
pay. 
And the North-South dead­ 
lock on the state’s water sup­ 
plies can be resolved if both 
factions are willing to agree on 
an orderly development of the 
full 
California 
Water 
Plan 
rather than merely developing 
Feather River and then stop­ 
ping. 
These were the two major 
conclusions by State Sen. Ed­ 
win Regan of Trinity County 
in his address yesterday before 
the County Supervisors Assn. 
annual convention in Santa 
Rosa. 
If all sections of the state 
would be willing to develop the 
Feather River with guarantees 
of water to Southern Califor­ 
nia, and at the same time would 
agree to go ahead with Step 2 
of the State Water Plan to as­ 
sume the northern areas there 
would not be left dry, a solu­ 
tion could be reached, he be­ 
lieves. 
Step* 2 might be the North 
Eel river project, the large 
Trinty Dam or some other 
project. 
But it is necessary, 
he declared, that the areas 
north of the Tehachapi moun­ 
tains be assured that if large 
quantities of water are shipped 
south there’ll be plenty left in 
the north. 
Regan believes that the ma­ 
jority of the State Senate would 
go along with a plan such as 


he outlined. But “as of now,” 
he 
said, 
“ the 
Metropolitan 
Water District is willing only 
to go forward with the Feather 
River Project and subsequent 
projects must wait until ap­ 
proval and appropriations by 
subsequent legislatures. North­ 
ern California can not accept 
that position.” 
He said however, that the 
present 
interim 
committee 
studying the problem is mak­ 
ing considerable progress to­ 
ward accord. 
If it can be 
reached, there is a good possi­ 
bility a special session concur­ 
rent with the March budget 
session 
of 
the 
Legislature 
might be able to pass good 
water legislation. 
But there is a vital policy de­ 
cision that must be made, he 
warned. 
How far is the state 
willing to go in subsidizing 
water projects? “ The facts of 
life are that industrial and do­ 
mestic users can pay as much 
as $100 per acre foot for their 
water, but a farmer must have 
water at seven, eight or nine 
dollars an acre foot.” 
“ ’Even if we build the North 
Eel project—at a cost of some 
750 million dollars—it would 
bring V/z million acre feet of 
water into the Central Valley 
at $30 to $35 per acre foot,” 
Regan declared. 
“The state 
must decide what are its re­ 
sponsibilities in seeing agricul­ 
tural rights protected.” 
He pointed out that gas tax 
funds are set up for road con­ 
struction. 
“ We 
need 
some­ 
thing similar for water develop­ 
ment.”

North Deer Season Opens Saturday; 


Experts Predict A Record Harvest 


Taking first things first, it’s time for deer hunters to get 
excited about the northern season which opens Saturday. Re­ 
ports from wardens stationed in many of the counties due to 
open are highly optimistic. Generally speaking, they predict 
good hunting, with an abund 
ance of deer in excellent con 
dition. 
This northern season is, of 
course, the favorite of Califor­ 
nia hunters. Although it is col­ 
loquially known as “northern,” 
much of the open hunting area 
lies to the east. For that rea­ 
son, it’s a dandy. Hunters can 
get a crack at the large Colum­ 
bia black-tail deer which gen­ 
erally live on the western Sier­ 
ra slope, or go to the eastern 
side where mule deer live. 
In 
addition, 
the 
greatest 
amount of open hunting land 
is located in the northern coun­ 
ties, and most hunters who had 
trouble finding a place to hunt 
during the coastal season can 
now give the bucks what-for 
on endless acres of government 
real estate. 


High on the list of choice 
counties where hunting pros­ 
pects are good, and where 
land is available, is Modoc 
w here the deer are well-scat­ 
tered due to an abundance 
of water. Reports from Las­ 
sen County place the deer at 
higher 
elevations, 
but 
in 
good 
numbers. 
In 
Trinity 
County the deer herds are 
spread 
out 
and 
hunting 
should be good in most areas. 


Shasta County is purported 
to hold a larger-than-usual num­ 
ber of bucks. Most of these are 
in high country. 
All in all, things look good. 
Humboldt, Inyo, M a r i p o s a , 
Mono, Placer, Siskiyou and Te­ 
hama are rated as good bets. 
One of the most popular coun­ 
ties will again be Nevada where 
good numbers of deer have 
been observed above Lake Bow­ 
man. Deer are well scattered in 
that country around Boca. Ho­ 
bart Mills and the Sierra Sum­ 
mit range. 
Nearly all of the northern

area is waiting for rain. And 
until we get some rugged wea­ 
ther the timbered hills present 
an unusually high fire hazard. 
State officers urge hunters to 
use extreme caution with smok­ 
ing and camp fires. 


Although days have been 
hot recently, nights in the 
high country have been cold. 
No ice in the water buckets 
yet, but a sure sign of com­ 
ing winter is found in the 
yellowing aspen leaves. Al­ 
though it’s a bit early to pre­ 
dict the coming weather pat­ 
tern. some signs point toward 
an early winter. Hunters w ho 
know the migration habits 
of the black tail deer and 
mule bucks will be watching 
for first snowfall. It could 
start the deer herds moving 
to low country, and that, of 
course, is when scores 
of 
nimrods limit cut. It happen­ 
ed last year, when snow fell 
early, and hunters chalked 
up a record take of bucks 
during the last two weekends 
of the season. 


Again this year it is safe 
to guess that most of the hunt­ 
ing pressure will be in the old 
reliable places. And due to our 
growing population, many hunt­ 
ers are now looking for new 
hills to climb. In answer to 
several requests for a good, out 
of the way spot, we want to 
mention the Six-Rivers Nation­ 
al Forest. This big chunk of 
range begins in Oregon and 
heads south to California. It 
continues through Del Norte 
County, then through Hum­ 
boldt and part of Trinity. Its 
southern b o u n d a r y almost 
touches 
Mendocino 
County, 
which puts it pretty close to 
home. 


Much of this terrain is off 
the beaten track and offers 
miles of solitude to hunters. 
It is in the black-tail range, 
where some sections allow a 
two-buck limit of forked horns 
or better. 
Most road maps show the 
forest 
boundaries 
a n d , 
al­ 
though some of this up-and- 
down country is too rugged for 
the most ardent hunter, some 
places are very good indeed.

Cascade Way Sewer 
Tax District Approved 


Creation of an assessment 
district for constructing sewer 
facilities in Mill Valley’s Cas­ 
cade way area was approved 
by the city council last night 
despite protests by some 30 
property owners. 
Mayor Robert Huber, in over­ 
ruling the protests, pointed out 
Ihe sewer was required to elim­ 
inate a health menace. 
When 
the relatively 
high 
cost of $17,000 was protested, 
Huber pointed out that about 
$5,000 of the figure was “over­ 
head” connected with bonding. 
Previous efforts to save that 
amount through creation of a 
voluntary district had failed, 
he reminded the objectors. 
City Engineer Albert H. Sie- 
mer told the audience that 
“ the figure is high to protect 
the district against contingen­ 
cies.” He added, “ I hope actual 
construction costs will be 15 to 
20 per cent lower.” 
The council voted 
3-2 to 
waive the normal bonding ser­ 
vicing charge, approximately 
50 cents per bond per year, to 
reduce costs. This would have 
the effect of having the city 
stand any 
possible 
charges. 
The proposal was opposed by 
Councilmen Robert Laughead 
and George Blackwell. 
Bids for the project will be 


opened Oct. 2. 
In other action, the council: 
1. 
Awarded a contract for pav­ 
ing of Gomez lane to Carrano and 
Velcich of San Rafael, lowest of 
five bidders at $13,558. 
The city 
engineer’s estimate was $16,373 
2. 
Received three bids for fill 
material for the marshlands area, 
which were taken under advise­ 
ment.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
How Did Price Of Buffer 
Become A Stafe Law? 


Marin housewives, as well as those 
throug hout the state, were chag rin ed 
last weeken d when they wen t to the 
store to buy buiter. Price of butter has 
been low, but man y housewives were 
g ettin g back in to the habit of buy in g it 
even thoug h it was slig htly more expen ­ 
sive than marg arin e. 
Last week Wedn esday, Purity Stores 
advertised cube butter at 43 cen ts per 
poun d, on e of the lowest prices it had 
reached in a lon g time. But when house­ 
wives wen t to the stores to buy it at that 
price, they were disappoin ted. 
Seems that last Wedn esday also was 
Sept. 11. That is the date on w hich laws, 
passed by the recen t leg islature an d 
sig n ed by the g overn or, became effec­ 
tive. On e of these 2424 laws said that 
butter n o more could be used by the 
stores as a “Joss leader.” 
It said that hen ceforth butter— an d 
American , cheddar an d Mon terey jack 
cheeses, as well as pasteurized process 
cheeses--can n ot be sold at less than 
cost. It mean s that the price of butter 
will be peg g ed in the 70-cen t ran g e, 
with n o “specials” allowed. 
How such a law slipped throug h with­ 
out more publicity is a fin e example of 
problems faced by our leg islative n ews­ 
men . The fact is that several stories 
were written in Sacramen to an d pub­ 
lished throug hout the state at the time 
of the hearin g s. But the fact of the law’s 


effect, failed to reach the con sciousn ess 
of the people it would most affect—the 
housewife. 
This is the history of the bill, AB 
2332, which became Chapter 629 of 
19 57 laws. It started quietly last Jan u­ 
ary as a spot bill, makin g a n omin al 
chan g e in the Ag ricultural Code dealin g 
with the fact all reports an d statemen ts 
must be written in En g lish. 
But early in April, Assembly man Wil­ 
liam W. Han sen , Fresn o farmer, amen d­ 
ed the bill to relate it to the sale of dairy 
products. From April 4 to 27 it moved 
throug h Assembly committees an d to 
fin al passag e, g oin g throug h the reg ular 
public hearin g s an d amen dmen ts. The 
Sen ate g ot it April 29 an d routin ely , 
without amen dmen t, ran it throug h its 
committees an d passag e. It wen t to the 
g overn or May 20 an d was sig n ed May 
30. 
Who g ain s by the measure may be 
debatable. The farmer who sells butter 
will like the hig her price. But will the 
hig her profit cover the reven ue loss 
from housewives who g o back to mar­ 
g arin e? Some small g rocery stores, who 
don 't han dle the busin ess volume of the 
supermarkets, may ben efit because they 
couldn ’t meet the low price, but n ow 
theyTl about be able to. 
But what about the public an d the 
housewife?

SGT. BUENAVENTURA PIOTO—He can tell a harrowing 
story. 
From Guerilla 
Fighter To 


AF Musician 


From guerilla fighter in the 
Philippines to saxophone play­ 
er in the Air Force, sums up 
the career of T/Sgt. Buenaven­ 
tura Pioto of the '573rd Air 
Force Band at Hamilton Field. 
Pioto beat the bushes against 
the enemy Japanese during 
World War II, but longed to 
return to the downbeat of a 
military band. 
He has a harrowing story to 
tell, but one with a happy end­ 
ing. 
Pioto enlisted in the Filipino 
Scouts in 1929, and transferred 
to the band as a drummer in 
1935, a year after he was mar­ 
ried. 
He hid under coconut trees 
to save his life when ambushed 
by Japanese during infantry 
fighting in Southern Luzon 
during World War II, but was 
taken prisoner in 1942 with the 
fall of Bataan. 
During the infamous Bataan 
Death March, he escaped into 
a sugar cane field bordering 
the line of march. 
Although he suffered ma­ 
laria, Sergeant Pioto managed 
to bypass Japanese sentries to 
re-enter Manila and see that 
his family was moved to safety 
before he joined a 100-man 
guerrila unit. They were sup­ 
plied with arms from United 
States submarines and harassed 
the enemy throughout Luzon 
for nearly three years. 
When the war ¿nded, Ser­ 
geant Pioto studied at the Cos­ 
mopolitan Music Academy in 
Manila, then returned to the 
service in 1947 as a saxophon­ 
ist with the Clark Air Force 
Base Band. 
A holder of the bronze star 
medal and a grandfather, Ser­ 
geant Pioto now tenderly fing­ 
ers the keys of his saxophone 
with the hands that once car­ 
ried a gun in vicious guerilla 
warfare.

Freight Rates 


It took a Marinite, George 
W. Maisac of Mill Valley, to 
win a freight rate concession 
that the “ big boys” had failed 
to get.

Maisac, president of Insulat­ 
ing Refractories Co. of Mc- 
Near’s Point, was back from 
Chicago today with at least a 
partial victory in his quest for 
treatment of western shippers 
of brick products on a par with 
that granted eastern shippers. 
He pleaded the case before 
the Transcontinental Freight 
Traffic Managers Committee 
for permission for partial un­ 
loading of carlots of insulating 
firebrick and furnace combus­ 
tion chambers while en route 
across country at carlot freight 
rates. 
Such permission had 
been granted on westbound 
carlots, but not on eastbound. 


The committee, which makes 
rules g o v e r n i n g east-west 
movements 
of 
rail 
freight, 
granted unlimited 
stops 
in 
transit west of Chicago only. 


Maisac was proud of his vic­ 
tory, as western shippers of 
firebrick products have been 
handicapped by discrimination 
against unloading in transit. 
But what pleased him still 
more was that Kaiser Alumi­ 
num Co. and Gladding-McBean, 
two of the giants of his indus­ 
try. had tried and failed previ­ 
ously to win the concession 
which he secured.

Average 30.5 Students 


Average attendance in Mill 
Valley’s elementary schools is 
30.5 pupils per class, compar­ 
ed with 28.5 at this time last 
year, according to a report 
read at the school trustees’ 
meeting Monday night. 


The increase was exactly 
that predicted prior to the ill- 
fated tax boost, election last 
May. 


Supt. G. R. McConnell point­ 
ed out that the same rate of 
increase can be expected from 
this point on if no added class­ 
rooms become available. 


McConnell reported to the 
trustees that where 823 pu­ 
pils per day were hauled in 
buses last year, the buses now 
carry 995. Schedules are long­ 
er, he reported, and buses 
more completely filled. 


No equipment or personnel 
has been added, he said. 
The board gave tentative ap­ 
proval to a request for trans­ 
portation for pupils at the Mt. 
Carmel Parochial School, sub­ 
ject to existing routes, sched­ 
ules and available room. But

fect until satisfactory arrange­ 
ments were made protecting 
the district’s liability for such 
students. 
The superintendent inform­ 
ed the trustees that the new 
Marin Terrace School is sched­ 
uled for completion Dec. 18 
and should be ready for use 
after the first of the year.

Knight Orders 
Now, Experts Urge San Luis Dam

A formidable but not impos­ 
sible task faces the city of San 
Rafael if it wants to revitalize 
its downtown business district 
and thereby avoid a ruinous 
commercial 
squeeze 
in 
the 
years ahead, six noted plan­ 
ning experts agreed last night 
at a forum at College of Ma­ 
rin. 
They said the San Rafael 
problem is acute, but probably 
no more so than those of other 
California 
cities 
trying 
to 
»grope their way out of the 
horse and buggy days before 
it’s too late. 


Harold F. Wise, Palo Alto 
planning 
consultant, 
said 
San Rafael shares with oth­ 
er municipalities the acute 
problems of too much traf­ 
fic, insufficient parking and 
inefficient use of land in 


the 
downtown 
commercial 
district. 


Wise recently completed a 
r e p o r t that will serve as a 
guide tq rebuilding of a two- 
block area burned in San Ra­ 
fael’s disastrous July 29 fire. 
He warned last night that it is 
“impossible from the planning, 
development 
or 
investment 
point of view to deal with the 
problems of two blocks all by 
themselves.” 


Sponsored by the Greater 
San Rafael Chamber of Com­ 
merce, the forum was attend­ 
ed by about 125 persons in 
Oiney 
Hall 
on 
the 
college 
campus. Many in the audience 
were merchants gravely con­ 
cerned about the business fu­ 
ture of San Rafael. 
Besides Wise, the speakers 
were Robert Reed, vice chair­ 
man of the San Leandro Re­ 


development Agency and co­ 
publisher of the San Leandro 
Morning News; Elliott Brown, 
architect, and John Kirkpat­ 
rick, planner, both members 
of the national architectural 
firm of Skidmore, Owings and 
Merrill; 
Thomas 
Bell, •chief 
planner and assistant director 
of the San Francisco Redevel­ 
opment Agency, and Morley 
Goldberg, deputy city attorney 
of San Francisco and legal ad­ 
viser on redevelopment mat­ 
ters. Brown is a Paradise Cove 
resident. 


In his report on San Ra­ 
fael’s burned-out area, Wise 
recommended that the city 
c r e a t e 
a 
redevelopment 
agency to stabilize and co­ 
ordinate the reconstruction 
effort.

Inevitable, Say 


KTIM Panelists 


“Pay television is inevitable.” 
That is the opinion Indepen- 
dent-Journal 
radio-television 
columnist Bob Foster gave to­ 
day on KTIM’s “Marin Sound­ 
ing Board.” 
The question under discus­ 
sion 
was 
“Pay 
T elevision- 
Good or Bad?” The other two 
panelists were Jordan E. Beyer, 
vice president of the West 
coast division of National Jer-

The 
tape-recorded 
program will be rebroadcast 
Sunday at 12:30 p.m.

Fund Aids 79 Families 


First report on operations of 
the William Babcock Memorial 
Endowment, showing medical- 
aid grants and loans to Marin- 
ites totaling $68,821, and rec­ 
ommending the endowment be 
continued as an incorporated 
charitable 
corporation, 
w a s 
filed today in Marin Superior 
Court. 
The report was filed by A. 
Crawford Greene of Ross and 
John W. Parker of Berkeley, 
trustees for the fund. It covers 
the period Oct. 26, 1956, to 
Aug. 2, 1957. 
The endowment was estab­ 
lished under the will of the 
late Julia May Babcock of San 


Rafael. It provides more than 
two million dollars to furnish 
low and middle income Marin 
residents with financial aid in 
cases of “catastrophic” illness 
or accident. 
“Because the plan is novel 
and untried,” Greene said when 
I the fund was established, “it 
| is necessary that we undertake 
it on a trial basis only.” 
In the report filed today, the 
trustees said the plan has not 
been in operation long enough 
to justify a final conclusion as 
to its merits.

Land Purchase 


Water Problems Top 


Supervisors' Meet; 


Brown, Engle Speak 


SANTA ROSA—Gov. Good­ 
win J. Knight, taking action on 
a 
politically sensitive water 
issue, ordered the go-ahead to­ 
day for the purchase of the 
first land for the site of the 
controversial San Luis Project 
in the San Joaquin Valley. 
The governor, criticized by 
both Republican and Democra­ 
tic foes over San Luis, disclos­ 
ed his decision in a speech pre­ 
pared for the annual conven­ 
tion of the California County 
Supervisors Assn. (Other con­ 
vention stories appear on page 
11.) 
“I have today asked the di­ 
rector of water resources to 
proceed to acquire as much of 
the San Luis Dam and rescr- 
vair sites as funds available at 
this time will permit.” 
HITS CRITICS 
Knight also cracked 
back 
at his political opponents with 
the assertion that during the 
past four years “Gargantuan 
strides have been taken to 
bring into reality a water de­ 
velopment 
program 
by 
our 
state.” 
Sen. William F. Knowland 
(R-Calif.), who may challenge 
Knight’s 
bid 
for 
re-election 
has accused the Knight admin­ 
istration of a lack of leader­ 
ship on water problems. 
San Luis, in western Merced 
County, is intended as a trans­ 
fer point in the eventual state 
plan for shipping Feather Riv­ 
er Project water to the South. 
As proposed, it would be built 
by the federal government and 
integrated 
with 
the 
state’s 
FRP. 
The Legislature in 1956 ap­ 
propriated $9,350,000 for the 
V '2 billion dollar FRP, includ­ 
ing $1.080,000 for the site of 
the San Luis Dam and reser­ 
voir. 
3ft PER CENT 
Knight estimated the money 
would enable the state to ob­ 
tain amout 30 per cent of the 
land for San Luis. 
The governor told the county 
supervisors he had held off 
on purchase of the property 
because of the dispute over the 
proposed federal-state partner­ 
ship plan. 
He said, “We must now pro­ 
ceed with the purchase of the 
San Luis land to protect the 
interest of the people of the 
state against rising land costs.” 
ATOMIC PLANTS 
Earlier Atty. Gen. Edmund 
G. (Pat) Brown, himself a pos­ 
sible candidate for governor, 
told the convention that atomic 
industry already is active in 
California and that some agree­ 
ment must be reached on juris­ 
diction and planning for its 
regulation. 
He said that most people do 
not seem to be aware that var­ 
ious-sized "nuclear reactors al­ 
ready have been authorized by 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
in California. 


It has been predicted he 
said that by the end of next 
month “homes and factories 
in the Bay Area will com­ 
mence using electricity pro­ 
duced by a 5,ftft()-kilowatt nu­ 
clear reactor at the General 
Electric 
atomic 
laboratory 
near Pleasanton.” 


At the present time there are 
1,200 firms in the United States 
using radioisotopes in one way 
or another, 300 of them in Cali­ 
fornia alone, he said. 
The problems therefore of 
radiation and other potential 
hazards to the public call for 
regulation.

Russ Threaten 


Mideast Peace 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (J) 
—Secretary of State John Fos­ 
ter Dulles told the U.N. today 
the Soviet Union was risking 
armed conflict, in the Middle 
East by sending arms to Syria 
and other Arab countries. 


Turkey, he said, already is 
faced with a “growing military 
danger” from the Soviet build­ 
up in Syria and in Russia. He 
warned that Soviet aid to Mid­ 
dle East countries, together 
with inflaming Communist pro­ 
paganda, might lead the recipi­ 
ents of the Soviet arms “into 
acts of direct aggression.” 


Dulles called on the 82- 
nation General Assembly to 
give the Soviet actions a full 
airing. 


Syrian Delegate Jawdat Muf­ 
ti, quickly denied his country 
posed any threat to any coun­ 
try. 
“The West knows very well,” 
he told a reporter, “that Syria 
is in no position to threaten 
anybody. And it has no inten­ 
tion to threaten any of its 
neighbors.” 
Touching on the disarma­ 
ment problem, Dulles told the 
N.N. the Soviet Union had no 
monopoly on space weapons. 
“The Soviet Union has an­ 
nounced that it has discovered 
ways to use outer space to 
wreck cast 
destruction 
any­ 
where,” he said.

Asiatic Flu 
Spreads; 14 
Die In England

Asiatic 
flu 
continued 
to 
spread today in Europe, Eng­ 
land, the United States and 
Canada. In England 14 recent 
deaths in one town have been 
attributed to the virus. 
Outbreaks also have occurred 
in Portugal. Cyprus, Italy and 
the Netherlands. 
In this country some 65,- 
000 cases have been report­ 
ed, an increase of about IS.* 
000 since the U.S. Public 
Service’s last previous esti­ 
mate Sept. 12. Further out­ 
breaks ha\e been reported 
in New York, Texas, Missis­ 
sippi, Pennsylvania. Missouri, 
Florida and Oklahoma. 
Twelve counties in Mississip­ 
pi have been described as near­ 
ing the epidemic stage. School- 
age children appear to be the 
hardest hit to date, with many 
schools being closed. 
In the English town of Shef­ 
field, Deputy Medical Officer 
C. H. Shaw, commenting on 14 
deaths believed caused by the 
Asiatic flu, said: “ There is lit­ 
tle doubt that some of the cases 
started with flu and turned to 
pneumonia.” 
In 
the 
Netherlands, 
the 
spread of Asiatic flu in the 
southern mining area cut coal 
production 17 per cent. 
In Lisbon. Portugal, more 
than 4,000 of 20,000 troops on 
NATO maneuvers have been 
stricken. 
Asiatic flu also hit 20,000 
Italian 
servicemen, although 
some 16,000 of those already 
have returned to duty. Three 
deaths were reported. 


ATTENTION, SNIFFLERS 
Vaccine Against Colds 
Claimed By Researcher 


BALTIMORE W 
A 34 year- 
old Johns Hopkins scientist 
today held the attention of the 
medical world — as well as 
sneezers and snifflers every­ 
where—with disclosure he has 
developed an effective vaccine 
for the common cold. 
Dr. Winston H. Price of the 
Hopkins School of Hygiene and 
Public Health said that: 
1. He has succeeded in isolat­ 
ing the first “true” virus of the 
common cold—one responsible 
for 30 per cent of the cases he 
has studied over a two-year pe­ 
riod. 
2. He has developed a vac­ 
cine which, in controlled tests 
on more than 400 persons, pre­ 
vented colds caused by the “JH 
virys” in 80 per cent of the 
cases. 
The possibility of mass-pro­ 
ducing the vaccine 
is very 
good, Dr. Price indicated, al­ 
though he begged off answer­ 
ing questions about commercial 
product ion. 
“I know nothing about that 
at all,” he said. “ I'm a medi­ 
cal researcher. I will make 
nothing out of this whatso­ 
ever.” 
Immunity is produced from 
two shots, the second following 
the first by four weeks, Dr. 
Price said. He could not say 
how long the immunity would 
last. 
He said the vaccine was 
made from killed JH virus and 
had produced no symptoms, 
discomfort or side effects. 
Reaction 
of 
the

world was as cautious as it was 
scarce. Most researchers and 
virus experts declined com­ 
ment until they have seen Dr. 
Price's scientific report. 
Because common colds are 
caused by an unknown number 
of viruses, Dr. Price empha­ 
sized that his vaccine cannot be 
expected to be effective against 
all of them. 
Eight large groups of volun­ 
teers from boys t r a i n i n g 
schools took part in the experi­ 
ments conducted by Dr. Price, 
director of the Division of Med­ 
ical Ecology of the Hopkins 
School of Hygiene and Public 
Health. 
The vaccine was tested in an 
epidemic which occurred nor­ 
mally. 
In one group of 100 boys, 50 
were injected with the vaccine, 
25 were given a saline solution 
which produces no effects, and 
25 were given a preparation 
from killed monkey kidney tis­ 
sue—the medium in which the 
virus was grown. 
An outbreak of the colds 
from the JH virus occurred five 
weeks later, Dr. Price said, and 
11 boys out of the 25 who re­ 
ceived the saline s o l u t i o n 
caught colds. Twelve of the 25 
who got the monkey tissue 
preparation also caught colds. 
But only 3 of the §0 who re­ 
ceived the Price vaccine devel­ 
oped cold symptoms. 
Eight times as many children 
developed colds among those 
who had not received the vac­ 
cine than among those who did.

Wilkie was willing to join in 
thp effort, Tugwell said in a 
new' biography of Roosevelt, 
but wanted to wait until after 
the 1944 election. Wilkie died 
Oct. 8, 1944, a tew days before 
the voting. Roosevelt died April 
12. 1945. 
Tugwell s bulky biography, 
‘ The Democratic Roosevelt,” 
was published yesterday by 
Doubleday & Co. 
The book tells of a confer­ 
ence in 1932 at which Roose­ 
velt described Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur and the late Huey 
Long of Louisiana as “the two 
most dangerous men in the 
country.”

800 suicide notes. 
Their findings have just been 
published in a book called 
“ Clues to Suicide.” 
The psychologists found that 
most suicides occur between 
the ages of 40 and 59, that 
three times as many men kill 
themselves 
as 
women, 
that 
three times as many whites 
commit suicide as non-whites. 
RELIGIOUS FACTOR 
They found suicides more 
common among the economi­ 
cally well off than among the 
poor. They found far more 
Protestants 
kill 
themselves 
than do Catholics or Jews. They 
found that the suicide rate for 
married persons is lower than 
for those who are single, wid­ 
owed or divorced, and that 
there are fewer suicides pro-

Wise adm itted that redevel­ 
opment is a “long, hard process 
if you’re going to depend en­ 
tirely on federal aid.”

“The irregularly shaped par­ 
cels of land in most of our 
downtown areas today and the

of

simply do not fit the capabili­ 
ties of today’s financing and 
merchandising,” he said. 
Reed, who spoke first, told 
of San Leandro’s critical need 
for downtown redevelopment 
and outlined what is being 
done about it.

The two speakers displayed 
slides showing plans for revi­ 
talization of that and other 
areas in various U.S. cities. 
As for San Rafael, Brown 
said, “your problem is acute, 
but you have made a good 
start and Mr. Wise has given 
you an excellent report . . . 
We hope that action will be 
taken before it is too late.” 
MARKET VALUE 
Kirkpatrick said the 80 acres 
in San Francisco have a m ar­ 
ket value of about 29 million 
dollars, with an annual tax re­ 
turn of $530,000. It is estimat­ 
ed that after redevelopment 
the same area will have a m ar­ 
ket value of 170 million dol­ 
lars and a yearly tax return of 
$2,900,000, he said. 
Bell and Goldberg warned 
that redevelopment isn’t some­ 
thing that happens overnight. 
It was described by Goldberg 
as "a long, hard pull.” He said 
California’s redevelopment act 
is probably the most cumber­ 
some law of its kind in the na­ 
tion, 
requiring 
14 
lengthy 
steps, including many public 
hearings. 
“If you attem pt a project in 
San 
Rafael,” said Goldberg, 
“you should tie it to commu­ 
nity planning. The planning 
commission plays an im portant 
role in the redevelopment pro­ 
cess.”

turned in future years in the 
form of increased tax revenue, 
he said.

During the report period, the 
trustees and advisory commit­ 
tee met 18 times and processed 
92 applications for assistance 
from 89 families or individuals. 
Of that number, 73 received 
outright grants of funds, six 
received loans, six applications 
were denied. Four applicants 
have not used assistance which 
was authorized by the adminis­ 
trators. 
Denials were caused by the 
fact that two applicants were 
eligible for county aid, two 
families had other indebted­ 
ness so great that medical ob­ 
ligations were “insignificant" 
and assistance would not have 
improved their financial con­ 
dition appreciably, one family 
was not resident in Marin. In 
one case, death term inated the 
illness before medical bills ran 
beyond the family’s capacity to 
pay.

WASHINGTON Ufl — Secre­ 
tary of Defense Charles E. Wil­ 
son today ordered an addition­ 
al cut of 100.000 men in the 
armed services as promptly as 
possible but no later than next 
June 30. 
This slash came atop a sim­ 
ilar reduction, ordered on July 
16 and to be achieved by the 
end of December. 
The two cuts, totaling 200.* 
000, will reduce 
uniformed 
manpower to 2,600,000 by the 
end of June. 
The over-all strength author­ 
ized in the original defense 
budget for the current fiscal 
year was 2,800,000.

made, actual military strength 
on Aug. 31 was 2,789,700. Thus 
the armed forces jnust slash 
strength by 189,700 men to re­ 
duce the Aug. 31 total to the 
new, lower goal set by Wilson.

Enough Water, But 


Can Users Afford It? 


EDWIN J. REGAN 
It all depends on Brown 


enator Regan 
M ay Run For 
Atty.-General 


SANTA ROSA—State Sen. 
Edwin J. Regan of Trinity 
County said yesterday he will 
announce his candidacy for 
state attorney general “in the 
next 10 days, if Atty. Gen. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown announces for 
governor in the next week.’ He 
said he expected Brown to an­ 
nounce, but that the attorney 
general had not told him one 
way or the other. 
Regan, like Brown a Demo­ 
crat, was in Santa Rosa to ad­ 
dress the annual convention of 
California 
Supervisors 
Assn. 
He spoke yesterday afternoon 
on “A Solution to California’s 
Water Problem.” 


THE OPPOSITION 
Tomorrow, 
the convention 
will hear an address by Assem­ 
blyman Caspar W. Weinberger 
of San Francisco, who Tuesday 
announced he would seek the 
same post. 
Weinberger is a 
Republican. 
Thus two more candidates 
were added to the agenda of 
what is probably one of the 
most politically potent conven­ 
tions ever held in the state. To­ 
day the delegates are hearing 
talks by San Francisco Mayor 
George Christopher and Con 
gressman Clair Engle, both in 
the running for U. S. Senate, 
and Atty. General Brown and 
Gov. 
Goodwin 
Knight, 
two 
gubernatorial candidates. 
To­ 
morrow, U. S. Sen. William 
Knowland who is expected to 
run for governor, and State 
Controller Robert Kirkwood, 
an announced candidate for the 
Senate, are on the agenda. 


POLITICAL EXPERIENCE 
Regan, 50, has been in the 
Senate since 1948 following 14 
years as Trinity district attor­ 
ney. Yesterday at a press con­ 
ference he ducked a question 
on Trinity county’s new right- 
to-work law. 
He said that al­ 
though not directly involved in 
the matter, he was trying as 
senator to “iron out the situa­ 
tion” caused by passage of the 
law. 
He declared, however, that 
following his formal announce­ 
ment he would “voice my stand 
on the matter; I have a very 
definite opinion,” and would 
take stands on the other politi­ 
cal issues. 
Regan hopes to make up his 
mind this weekend on the tim­ 
ing of his candidacy announce­ 
ment. 
He said he knew of no 
other Democrat either from 
northern or southern Califor­ 
nia, who is planning to file for 
the attorney general’s post. At 
the same time, he said he had 
not discussed his candidacy 
with Brown, nor had he asked 
for the attorney general’s sup­ 
port in the campaign.

SANTA ROSA — Although 
there is plenty of water in Cali­ 
fornia for all users, it won’t be 
of any use unless it can be de­ 
livered to the ultimate consum­ 
er at a price he can afford to 
pay. 
And the North-South dead­ 
lock on the state’s water sup­ 
plies can be resolved if both 
factions are willing to agree on 
an orderly development of the 
full 
California 
Water 
Plan 
rather than merely developing 
Feather River and then stop­ 
ping. 
These were the two major 
conclusions by State Sen. Ed­ 
win Regan of Trinity County 
in his address yesterday before 
the County Supervisors Assn. 
annual convention 
in 
Santa 
Rosa. 
If all sections of the state 
would be willing to develop the 
Feather River with guarantees 
of water to Southern Califor­ 
nia, and at the same time would 
agree to go ahead with Step 2 
of the State Water Plan to as­ 
sume the northern areas there 
would not be left dry, a solu­ 
tion could be reached, he be­ 
lieves. 
Step» 2 might be the North 
Eel river project, the large 
Trinty Dam or some other 
project. 
But it is necessary, 
he declared, that the areas 
north of the Tehachapi moun­ 
tains be assured that if large 
quantities of water are shipped 
south there’ll be plenty left in 
the north. 
Regan believes that the ma­ 
jority of the State Senate would 
go along with a plan such as 


he outlined. 
But “as of now,” 
he 
said, 
“the 
Metropolitan 
Water District is willing only 
to go forward with the Feather 
River Project and subsequent 
projects must wait until ap­ 
proval and appropriations by 
subsequent legislatures. North­ 
ern California can not accept 
that position.” 
He said however, that the 
present 
interim 
committee 
studying the problem is mak­ 
ing considerable progress to­ 
ward accord. 
If it can be 
reached, there is a good possi­ 
bility a special session concur­ 
rent with the March budget 
session 
of 
the 
Legislature 
might be able to pass good 
water legislation. 
But there is a vital policy de­ 
cision that must be made, he 
warned. 
How far is the state 
willing to go in subsidizing 
water projects? 
“The facts of 
life are that industrial and do­ 
mestic users can pay as much 
as $100 per acre foot for their 
water, but a farmer must have 
water at seven, eight or nine 
dollars an acre foot.” 
“’Even if we build the North 
Eel project—at a cost of some 
750 million dollars— it would 
bring 1 % million acre feet of 
water into the Central Valley 
at $30 to $35 per acre foot,” 
Regan declared. 
“The state 
must decide what are its re 
sponsibilities in seeing agricul­ 
tural rights protected.” 
He pointed out that gas tax 
funds are set up for road con­ 
struction. 
“We 
need 
some­ 
thing similar for water develop­ 
ment.”

North Deer Season Opens Saturday; 


Experts Predict A Record Harvest 


Taking first things first, it’s time for deer hunters to get 
excited about the northern season which opens Saturday. Re­ 
ports from wardens stationed in many of the counties due to 
open are highly optimistic. Generally speaking, they predict 
good hunting, with an abund­ 
ance of deer in excellent con­ 
dition. 
This northern season is. of 
course, the favorite of Califor­ 
nia hunters. Althoug.. it is col­ 
loquially known as “northern,” 
much of the open hunting area 
lies to the east. For that rea­ 
son, it’s a dandy. Hunters can 
get a crack at the large Colum­ 
bia black-tail deer which gen­ 
erally live on the western Sier­ 
ra slope, or go to the eastern 
side where mule deer live. 
In 
addition, 
the 
greatest 
amount of open hunting land 
is located in the northern coun­ 
ties, and most hunters who had 
trouble finding a place to hunt 
during the coastal season can 
now give the bucks what-for 
on endless acres of government 
real estate. 


High on the list of choice 
counties w here hunting pros­ 
pects are good, and where 
land is available, is Modoc 
where the deer are well-scat­ 
tered due to an abundance 
of water. Reports from Las­ 
sen County place the deer at 
higher 
elevations, 
but 
in 
good numbers. 
In Trinity 
County the deer herds are 
spread 
out 
and 
hunting 
should be good in most areas. 


Shasta County is purported 
to hold a larger-than-usual num­ 
ber of bucks. Most of these are 
in high country. 
All in all, things look good. 
Humboldt, Inyo. M a r i p o s a , 
Mono, Placer, Siskiyou and Te­ 
hama are rated as good bets. 
One of the most popular coun­ 
ties will again be Nevada where 
good numbers of deer have 
been observed above Lake Bow­ 
man. Deer are well scattered in 
that country around Boca. Ho­ 
bart Mills and the Sieira Sum­ 
mit range.

area is waiting for rain. And 
until we get some rugged wea­ 
ther the timbered hills present 
an unusually high fire hazard. 
State officers urge hunters to 
use extreme caution with smok­ 
ing and camp fires. 


Although days have been 
hot recently, nights in the 
high country have been cold. 
No ice in the water buckets 
yet, but a sure sign of com­ 
ing winter is found in the 
yellowing aspen leaves. Al­ 
though it’s a bit early to pre­ 
dict the coming weather pat­ 
tern, some signs point toward 
an early winter. Hunters who 
know the migration habits 
of the black tail deer and 
mule bucks will be watching 
for first snowfall. It could 
start the deer herds moving 
to low country, and that, of 
course, is when scores of 
nimrods limit cut. It happen­ 
ed last year, when snow fell 
early, and hunters chalked 
up a record take of bucks 
during the last two weekends 
of the season. 


Again this year it is safe 
to guess that most of the hunt­ 
ing pressure will be in the old 
reliable places. And due to our 
growing population, many hunt­ 
ers are now looking for new’ 
hills to climb. In answer to 
several requests for a good, out 
of the way spot, we want to 
mention the Six-Rivers Nation­ 
al Forest. This big chunk of 
range begins in Oregon and 
heads south to California. It 
continues through Del Norte 
County, then through Hum­ 
boldt and part of Trinity. Its 
southern b o u n d a r y almost 
touches 
Mendocino 
County, 
which puts it pretty close to 
home. 


Much of this terrain is off 
the beaten track and offers 
miles of solitude to hunters. 
It is in the black-tail range, 
where some sections allow a 
two-buck limit of forked horns 
or better. 
Most road maps show the 
forest 
boundaries 
a n d , 
al­ 
though some of this up-and- 
down country is too rugged for 
the most ardent hunter, some 
places are very good indeed.

Drum And Bugle

Creation of an assessment 
district for constructing sewer 
facilities in Mill Valley s Cas­ 
cade way area was approved 
by the city council last night 
despite protests by some 30 
property owners.

JUST THE STIM ULANT HE NEEDED 
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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
How Did Price Of Butter 
Become A State Law? 


Marin housewives, as well as those 
throughout the state, were chagrined 
last weekend when they went to the 
store to buy buiter. Price of butter has 
been low, but many housewives were 
getting back into the habit of buying it 
even though it was slightly more expen­ 
sive than margarine. 
Last week Wednesday, Purity Stores 
advertised cube butter at 43 cents per 
pound, one of the lowest prices it had 
reached in a long time. But when house­ 
wives went to the stores to buy it at that 
price, they were disappointed. 
Seems that last Wednesday also was 
Sept. 11. That is the date on which laws, 
passed by the recent legislature and 
signed by the governor, became effec­ 
tive. One of these 2424 laws said that 
butter no more could be used by the 
stores as a “loss leader.” 
It said that henceforth butter— and 
American, cheddar and Monterey jack 
cheeses, as well as pasteurized process 
cheeses--can not be sold at less than 
cost. It means that the price of butter 
will be pegged in the 70-cent range, 
with no “specials” allowed. 
How such a law slipped through with­ 
out more publicity is a fine example of 
problems faced by our legislative news­ 
men. The fact is that several stories 
were written in Sacramento and pub­ 
lished throughout the state at the time 
of the hearings. But the fact of the law’s 


effect, failed to reach the consciousness 
of the people it would most affect—the 
housewife. 
This is the history of the bill, AB 
2332, which became Chapter 629 of 
1957 laws. It started quietly last Janu­ 
ary as a spot bill, making a nominal 
change in the Agricultural Code dealing 
with the fact all reports and statements 
must be written in English. 
But early in April, Assemblyman Wil­ 
liam W. Hansen, Fresno farmer, amend­ 
ed the bill to relate it to the sale of dairy 
products. From April 4 to 27 it moved 
through Assembly committees and to 
final passage, going through the regular 
public hearings and amendments. The 
Senate got it April 29 and routinely, 
without amendment, ran it through its 
committees and passage. It went to the 
governor May 20 and was signed May 
30. 
Who gains by the measure may be 
debatable. The farmer who sells butter 
will like the higher price. But will the 
higher profit cover the revenue loss 
from housewives who go back to mar­ 
garine? Some small grocery stores, who 
don't handle the business volume of the 
supermarkets, may benefit because they 
couldn’t meet the low price, but now 
they’ll about be able to. 
But what about the public and the 
housewife? Reaction from them is yet 
to come.

cities lead all the rest. 
Which is the biggest city 
in the world? It all depends, 
as some philosopher always 
is saying, on how you figure. 
But if a New Yorker is doing 
the figuring, he’ll tell you this 
polyglot burg is easily the 
biggest—any way you look 
at 
it—and 
he’ll 
challenge 
Tokyo and London to show 
otherwise. 
Tokyo seems to be growing 
by leaps and bounds and 
London spreading itself out 
into the suburbs fairly fast 
and 
New 
York 
having 
a 
squabble about just what it is 
doing. With the aid of the 


Tokyo and London bureaus 
of the United Press, here are 
the latest obtainable figures 
on population: 


TOKYO PROPER — 7,377,- 
304; London Administrative 
County—3,250,000; New York 
City proper—either 7,771,509, 
if you believe the latest cen­ 
sus, or more than 8 million 
if you take the estimates of 
those who say the census was 
inaccurate. 


Greater Tokyo— 8,518,622; 
Greater London — 8,270,000; 
metropolitan region of New 
York— 15,500,000. 


With that breakdown, New 
York comes out on top, no 
m atter whether you figure a 
governmental administrative 
entity or the greater area 
which includes the suburbs. 
Tokyo proper has 23 wards 


and an area of 356 square 
miles. 
Greater T o k y o 
is 
1,257 square miles. 


T H E 
ADMINISTRATIVE 
County of London is 
117 
square miles. G reater London 
includes the “outer ring” of 
suburbs in neighboring coun­ 
ties 
totaling 
721.6 
square 
miles. 
New York City proper is 
composed of five boroughs 
totaling 315 
square 
miles. 
The New York metropolitan 
region is a complex of 17 
counties surrounding the five 
counties of the city proper, 
and its land area is 6,915 
square miles. 
The 
foregoing jungle 
of 
figures seems to show that 
New York is crowding almost 
as many human beings into 
its city-proper area as each 
of the 
others 
has 
in 
its 
greater-city area. To add to 
the humanity squeeze in New 
York, 
one 
million 
persons 
commute into the city every 
working day. Also, it has a 
million visitors each year. 


AS FOR GROWTH, in 1950 
Tokyo proper had only 5,385,-

Khrushchev's Power 


Seems To Be Dimmer

Nikita S. Krushchev’s pres­ 
tige as the num ber 1 man in 
S o v i e t 
Russia’s 
collective 
leadership seems to be dim­ 
ming.

In the last weary hours of 
the right-to-vote controversy, 
with partisan emotions en­ 
dangering anything that came 
along, Congress did not want 
to act on any new business. 
But it did act on new busi­ 
ness because it had been 
asked 
to 
act—and 
to

promptly—by a “bureaucrat” 
who never rewarded a poli­ 
tician with a patronage job 
in his whole 40 years of serv­ 
ice. 
The Senate approved the 
requested legislation 24 hours 
before catching the train— 
and by the tidy vote of 74 to 
2. The next day the House did 
the same and its vote of con­ 
fidence was 315 to 0. 


THIS IS SOMETHING of 
the 
measure 
of J. 
Edgar 
Hoover’s standing in Wash­ 
ington. While the new legis­ 
lation 
protecting 
the 
FBI 
files from an indiscriminate 
disclosure which would seri­ 
ously ham per its work seems 
to most people to be well jus­ 
tified, I know of no official 
in the government who could 
have 
elicited such 
prom pt 
and overwhelming coopera­ 
tion by Congress. 
It is a rem arkable achieve­ 
ment and it has not been 
brought about by sleight of 
hand. 


Hoover has no passion for 
anonymity and he welcomes 
a front-page headline with 
the best of them. But mas­

tion if he had not been di­ 
recting the FBI with skill, 
competence and absolute in­ 
tegrity. 
A 
secretive 
FBI 
would be a danger. 


A PHONEY' CAN get along 
in Washington for a while— 
sometimes, with the help of 
a mimeograph machine, a lit­ 
tle longer than a while. But 
he doesn’t endure. 


Hoover lias endured. He 
has imrved under five presi­ 


dents. He became director at 
29 when, in 1924, Atty. Gen. 
Harlan F. Stone, later chief 
justice, found the FBI to be 
the biggest mess in Wash­ 
ington. 
He 
endured 
because 
he 
turned the FBI into a truly 
professional law-enforcement 
agency, threw out the politi­ 
cal hacks and kept them out, 
kept FBI methods abreast of 
the times. “The test tube,” he 
has always maintained, “i* 
mightier 
than 
the 
rubber 
hose.” 


ALL I AM trying to say is 
that in my observation Hoo­ 
ver has earned his latest vote 
of confidence by Congress 
and that he never would have 
got it if be hadn’t earned it. 


It is not generally appre­ 
ciated, I think, that the new 
legislation 
implements 
the 
recent Supreme Court deci­ 
sion in the Jencks case, is 
not at variance with it. What 
it does is to prevent loose in­ 
terpretation of the Supreme 
Court ruling by lower courts 
and establish orderly proce­ 
dures.

He pleaded the case before 
the Transcontinental Freight 
Traffic Managers Committee 
for permission for partial un­ 
loading of carlots of insulating 
firebrick and furnace combus­ 
tion chambers while en route 
across country at carlot freight 
rates. 
Such permission 
had 
been granted on westbound 
carlots, but not on eastbound. 


The committee, which makes 
rules g o v e r n i n g east-west 
movements 
of 
rail 
freight, 
granted 
unlimited 
stops 
in 
transit west of Chicago only.

From Guerilla 
Fighter To 
AF Musician 


From guerilla fighter in the 
Philippines to saxophone play­ 
er in the Air Force, sums up 
the career of T/Sgt. Buenaven­ 
tura Pioto of the '573rd Air 
Force Band at Hamilton Field 
Pioto beat the bushes against 
the enemy Japanese during 
World War II, but longed to 
return to the downbeat of 
military band. 
He has a harrowing story to 
tell, but one with a happy end­ 
ing. 
Pioto enlisted in the Filipino 
Scouts in 1929, and transferred 
to the band as a drummer in 
1935, a year after he was mar­ 
ried. 
He hid under coconut trees 
to save his life when ambushed 
by Japanese during infantry 
fighting in Southern Luzon 
during World War II, but was 
taken prisoner in 1942 with the 
fall of Bataan. 
During the infamous Bataan 
Death March, he escaped into 
a sugar cane field bordering 
the line of march. 
Although he suffered ma­ 
laria, Sergeant Pioto managed 
to bypass Japanese sentries to 
re-enter Manila and see that 
his family was moved to safety 
before he joined a 100-man 
guernla unit. They were sup­ 
plied with arms from United 
States submarines and harassed 
the enemy throughout Luzon 
for nearly three years. 
When the war ¿nded, Ser­ 
geant Pioto studied at the Cos­ 
mopolitan Music Academy in 
Manila, then returned to the 
service in 1947 as a saxophon­ 
ist with the Clark Air Force 
Base Band. 
A holder of the bronze star 
medal and a grandfather, Ser­ 
geant Pioto now tenderly fing­ 
ers the keys of his saxophone 
with the hands that once car­ 
ried a gun in vicious guerilla 
warfare.

At Age 98 


Ninety-eight years of full life 
are over for John S. Walker of 
San Rafael. 
Walker died Tuesday at the 
home ai 209 First street where 
he resided with Mr. and Mrs.

He had been ill 
just two days, during which he 
was under care of a physician 
for the first time in his nearly 
a century of life.
